The Borough President Says No Less ! 


Than $20,000,000 Is Involved in

MUCH COAL SENT TO MARKET. 


Pennsylvania and Reading Officials Say 
Record Is Broken—Famine 
Continues. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 11.—The Pennsyl- 
vania and Reading Railroad officials claim 
that for the week ending to-night more an- 
thracite coal was taken down the main line 
than for any previous week itn years. The 
total is 10,200 of all classes of cars, or an 
average of 1,700 cars for each working day 
of the week, eqval to nearly 225,000 tons. 
This was distributed in the companies’ ter- 
ritory as far as New York and along 
branch lines in this State and elsewhere. 

The coal famine ihroughout this section 
has reached such an acute stage that many 
industries in the smaller towns will soon 


have to close, and in the country districts 
the distress is so widespread that teams 
have started for the Schuylkill County coal 
fields, thirty and forty miles distant, to 
supply pressing necessities. 

In answer to the criticism that if so 
much coal is mined and shipped why it does 
not relieve the famine it is stated that 
there are many industrial establishments 
that do not use coke or bituminous, and 
that many scores of these must be supplied 
with anthracite to keep them in operation. 


ENOUGH COAL IN LOUISVILLE. 


50,000,000 Bushels in Storage and More 
in Dealers’ Yards— Little An- 


thracite Used. 
Special to The New York Times. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 11.—Louisville 
seems to be the only city in the country 
that is not suffering from a coal famine. 

About 50,000,000 bushels of river coal are 
stored at the ‘‘ pumpkin patch,"’ the coal 
harbor for Pittsburg and Kanawha River 
coal. Probably twice as much coal is in 
the yards of the dealers in river and Ken- 
tucky coal, and while the price of coal 
has been going up all over the country the 
price has remained the same here. The 
Kentucky lump sells at from $2.75 a ton, 
and $3.50 is paid for the Jellico product. 

The same price is paid here for first pool 
Pittsburg, while $3.25 is asked for fourth 
pooi ceal. The trouble in the anthracite 
region does not materially affect Louis- 
ville people, as little hard coal is used here. 
Tne dealers say not a thousand tons are 
sold in a year. What little is sold 
$12 a ton, and there are about 
in the yards. The supply of natural and 
mixed gas is adequate to keep down any 
upprehension of cold hands.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Jan. 11.—The 
West Orange public schools alone of all 
the schools in the Oranges have a sufficient 
supply of coal to carry them through the 
Winter.

WILLIAM H. RIKER. ARRAIGNED. 


Testimony That He Anneyed the Wo- 
man from Whom He Was Divorced 
—Said ‘to be Insane. 


William H. Riker, the son of William 
B. Riker, druggist, was arratgned before 
Magistrate Mayo in the West Side Court 
yesterday morning, Mrs Lillie Ryan, the 
wife of H. J. Ryan of 211 West One Hun- 
dredth Street, who was formerly the wife 
vf Riker, having declared that he is in- 
sane and that he had annoyed her.

FEITO NOT TAN. ANARCHIST. 


MADRID, Jan. 11.—Feito, the man who 
fired a pistol yesterday at the carriage in 
the royal procession in which the Duke of 
Sotomayor, the Grand Chamberlain, was 
supposed to be riding, was examined again 
to-day. His bearing confirmed previous re- 
ports that he is suffering from monomania. 
A careful official inquiry has shown that 
Feito is not connected with Anarchists. It 
was first reported that he had attempted to 
assassinate King Alfonso, and his Majesty 
has received a host of congratulations upon 
his escane. 

A dynamite bomb, which was sent here 
by rail in a box from Barcelona, has been 
found at the railroad stanon, and all at- 
tempts to find the consignee of the box 
have been fruitless. The bomb_ reached 
here the day before the funeral of Sefior Sa- 
gasta, and is supposed to have been for use 
during the passage of the funeral cortége. 

When Feito fired at the carriage of the 
Duke of Sotomeyor yesterday the Queen 
Mother and the infanta were very much 
alarmed. The. King was very cool, how- 
ever, and inquired if any one had been 
hurt. After being informed to the con- 
trary he chatted with the civil Governor, 
who walked alongside the royal carriage, 
giving his Majesty the details of the out- 
rage. 

Upon palace the King 
immediately repaired to a balcony to 
watch the excited populace. The Queen, 
in the meanwhile, was so upset that phy- 
sicians had to be called to attend her. 

The pistol used by Felto was an old 
double-barreled weapon. Feito was con- 
fined for nearly one year in a lunatic asy- 
lum in Buenos Ayres. He returned to 
Spain last June, Since then he has lived 
chiefly in Madrid, vainly seeking employ- 
ment, ofien changing his abode and al- 
Ways attracting notice by his reticence and 
gloomy aspect. 

He pestered people in high positions for 
protection and wrote to this end even to 
King Alfonso and other sovereigns. He 
was several times employed as a servant 
in aristocratic homes, but was always dis- 
missed as crazy. Feito alleges that the 
Argentine Government robbed him of 
hundreds of thousands of pounds and im- 
prisoned him when he instituted suit to 
recover the money.

WANT GOY. TAFT TOREMAIN 
Popular Demand That He Continue 
His Work in the Philippines. 


Eight Thousand People Wait Upon Him 
at His Residence—Federalists, Lib- 
erals, and Nationalists Make 
Addresses. 


MANILA, Jan. 11.—The general regret 
a the Filipino people at the possible de- 
parture of Gov. Taft resulted to-day in a 
popular demonstration for the purpose of 
urging the Governor to remain in the 

\ islands. 

The streets of Manila were placarded 
with signs in English, Tagalog, and Span- 
ish, saying “‘We want Governor Taft.” A 
crowd of 8,000 men marched to Malacanan 
Palace, the Governor's residence. At the 
Palace speches were made by representa- 
tives of the Federal, Liberal, and Nation- 
alist parties in which the Governor was 
urged to remain. 

The speakers said Mr. Taft's presence 
Was necessary to preserve order, to pre- 
vent political disruption,, and to insure 
the maintenance of the present policy. 
The speakers paid personal tributes to the 
Governor, the crowd cheering its approval. 

In replying to the addresses Gov. Taft 
said it would not be decided whether he 
should ieave the islands or remain until 
next August. He assured the people that 
if he did leave, the present policy of the 


American Government would suffer no 
change, it being not a question of indi- 
vidual, but of national policy. 

After the speeches the thousands of na- 
tives who filled the grounds of the palace 
vroke into cheers for the Governor. 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Statehood and Militia Bills in the Sen- 
ate — Appropriations and Philip- 
pine Coinage in the House. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The programme 
for the Senate for the week in- 
cludes the continuance of the dis- 
cussion of the Statehood bill each day 
after o'clock and the intermittent 
discussion of the Militia bill during the 
morning hour of each day when it is not 
cut out by some other matter. There also 
is probability of a return at any time to 
the question of the scarcity of coal in con- 
nection with Senator Vest’s resolution to 
abolish the tariff on anthracite. Senator 
Nelson has not completed his speech on 
the Statehood question. He said to-day that 
he was not able to say when he would con- 
clude, but when he does get through Sena- 
tor Burnham will be ready to proceed. The 
opponents of the bill now make little effort 
to conceal their intention to continue the 
debate on the bill indefinitely with the hope 
that it will be sidetracked by the appro- 
priation bills which must be pressed before 
long. The friends of the Statehood bill say 
that they see no necessity for getting out 
of the way of the appropriation bills for 
the present. It is probable that the first 
general appropriation bill, that providing 
funds for the legislative, executive, and 
judicial departments of the Government, 
will be reported this week, but it is doubt- 
ful whether it will receive consideration 
before the following week. 

The House this week will start in earnest 
on the appropriation bills. The Indian and 
Army supply bills are on the calendar and 
three others will be reported in the course 
of the week, namely, ‘the Diplomatic and 
Consular, the District of Columbia, and 
Agricultura] bills. It is probable that the 


time given to general debate on these bills 
will pe consumed largely in discussion of 
general political questions, 

The House will adjourn early to-morrow 
owing to the sudden death to-day of Rep- 
resentative Tongue of Oregon. 

It is the intention of Chairman Cooper of 
the Insular Committee to call up the Phil- 
ippine Coinage bill on Tuesday, It pro- 
vides for the establishment of the gold 
standard on the islands with a fixed ratio 
for the silver peso at twé to one, The 
Democrats will oppose this measure on the 

round that as the islands are part of the 
Enitea States our currency should be ex- 
tended to them. 

In case the Judiciary Committee agrees 
on the Anti-trust bill it will be considered 
as soon as it is brought into the House. 
The leaders have agreed to. sidetrack 
everything and give it the right of way 
whenever an acceptable measure is formu- 
lated. While the Democrats will urge the 
adoption of a more drastic bill than will 
be agreed on by the Republicans, the latter 
expect both sides of the House in the final 
passage to vote solidly for whatever meas- 
wre is offered. 


LARGE PRINTING BILLS. 


Cost of Publications of Department of 
Agriculture Is Over $1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The caution 
which President Roosevelt expressed Jast 
October to Secretary Wilson against the 
inordinate passion for printing which 
seemed to be upon the Department of Agri- 
culture, and the prevalent desire that 
seemed to be running riot there for un- 
numbered fine half-tone engravings, ap- 
pears to be fully justified, to judge from 
the statements made by George William 
Hill, the editor of the department. 

Mr. Hill says that in spite of all sorts 
of rules to keep down the number and 
size of editions and to restrain the mania 
for illustrations, there were 757 different 
publications issued by the department last 
year aggregating a total number of copies 
of 10,586,000. He adds that there is a 
growing tendency in the department to ex- 
travagance in the number of expensive 
{llustrations when simple and inexpensive 
line cuts would do as well, The cost of 
all this printing is hardly realized even here 
in Washington, where by familiarity it has 
taken on the quality of cheapness. 

The allowance last year for printing for 
the department was to begin with $130,000, 
to which should be added a deficiency ap- 
propriation of $30,000. This did not include 
eost from various funds for binding and 
printing delivered to the department, which 
amounted to $225,000. To this must be 
added the salaries of the editors, writers of 
bulletins, the artists, and the clerks who 
address and mai! the publications. This 
came to $383,000. There are special funds 


for particular kinds of publications, such 
as the Year Book, the Soil Surveys, the 
Animal Industry Books, and similar mat- 
ters, which cost $400,000. 

These items do rot include the cost of 
what was printed for the Weather Bureau. 
Leaving out this printing. the grand total 
amounts to over $1,000,000. Of this large 
sum but $107,500 was spent for farmers’ 
bulletins, the publications going direct to 
everybody on a farm, who wants them 
and knows how to write and get them. 
The bulk of the rest of the stuff was 
printed for Senators and Members of Con- 
gress to send out to voters to curry their 
favor. If the items for *“* buncombe ”’ print- 
ing, for the franking privilege, and similar 
perquisites of the re resentatives of the 
yeople in Congress should be assembled 
t would present an appalling spectacle of 
waste at the expense of the taxpayer.

BORAX FOR THE BABIES 
IN FOOD EXPERIMENTS. 


Department of Agriculture Will Later 
Investigate with Youth and 
Old Age. 


Special to The New Yor’ Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The_ experi- 
ments that have been under headway for the 
past month at the Department of Agri- 
culture ¢o determine the effects on healthy 
persons of the average American prepared 
foods is to take a new turn. It is under- 
stood that thus far the experiments have 
shown that there is no deleterious sub- 
stance in our canned meats and other 
foods. 

Secretary Wilson not content with this 
now wants to know if there is a class of 
stomachs that can be harmed by borax 
or any other preservative employed in can- 
ned stuffs. He asked Dr. Wiley, who has 
charge of the experiments, to secure a dozen 
infants and try the effect of such foods 
on their stomachs. 

Healthy children are to be selected and 
the consent of parents and family physi- 
cians is to be sought as a prerequsite to 
the trial. 

The results of the experiments with the 
twelve young men who have been feeding 
at Government expense of late will not be 
made public for several months, but enough 
is known and will be disclosed to the 
parents and physicians of the children who 
will be invited into the test to assure them 
than no permanent injury will be possible 
to occur to them, 

It is also proposed later when this test 


has been concluded to seek out a number 
of old persons for a similar class test and 
then to take twelve boys and girls from ten 
to fifteen years old for another experi- 
ment. One of the requirements in the 
orders given is to discover what if any 
effect the borax preservatives may have 
on teething infants, 


SHOT BY A FARMHAND. 


Aged Man, Mistaken for a Chicken 
Thief, Received a Charge of Buck- 
shot—Grandsen a Watcher.

DENVILLE, N. J. Jan. 11.—Archie 
Sheldon, sixty-five years of age, one of the 
wealthy residents of this place, was shot 
early this morning through the mistake 
of his grandson, William, and James Jarvis, 
a seventeen-year-old farmhand. He is in 
a critical condition, 

Sheldon’s hen roost had been plundered 
several times lately, and young Sheldon 
and Jarvis and members of the Hempler 
family agreed to keep watch at night. 
Young Sheldon and his companion secreted 


themselves close to the hen house last 
night and waited, 

A man came along at half past twelve 
o'clock and attempted to enter the hen 
house, Jarvis, who had a shotgun, with a 
charge of buckshot, raised the weapon and 
fired. His aim was poor and the thief 


escaped. 
Mr. Sheldon, hearing the report of 
hurried from the house to the 
back yard. The boys mistook him for the 
thief, and Jarvis raised the gun again and 
fired. ‘They hurried to where the supposed 
thief was writhing on the ground and 
groaning and were horrified to find that 
Mr, Sheldon was the victim of their mis- 
take.

Arizona’s ex-Governor Talks on 
Statehood Bill. 


A Few Senators, He Says, Think Them- 
selves Divinely Chosen to Dictate 
Legisiation and Pervert Facts 
Accordingly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Ex-Gov. Mur- 
phy of Arizona, the immediate predecessor 
of the present Governor, has issued a state- 
ment about the opposition to the Statehood 
bill, in which he claims to give the secret 
motives inspiring the Senators who oppose 
the measure, Although a Republican him- 
self, he flays Senator Beveridge and his 
colleagues on the Committee on Territories. 
After alluding to the fact that for ten 
years the platforms of both parties have 
declared for Statehood, and that bills for 
the admission of Arizona have three times 
passed the House, he says, referring to 
Senators Beveridge, Dillingham, and Burn- 
ham: 

“And now comes the junior Senator from 
Indiana with two associates from New 
England, who made a hurried rush through 
the Territories a few weeks ago in a Pull- 
man car, hunting for adverse testimony 
and predetermined to report against the 
passage of the Omnibus bill, in the suprem- 
acy of their ignorance and conceit assault- 
ing in a most viclous and untruthful man- 
ner the people and resources of two 
very prosperous and progressive Terri- 
tories. 

“It seems in their anxiety to defeat the 
pending measure, they find it necessary to 
proclaim injurious slanders against the 
good name and credit of the communities 
tney so hurriedly visited and insulted by 
their absurd assumption of superior knowl- 
edge. The manner of conducting the so- 
called investigation has been, and will be, 
thoroughly ‘ventilated in detail, and I will 
not, therefore, devote space to that feature 
of the method of the conspiracy.” 

Next, Mr. Murphy pays his respects to 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota, also a mem- 
ber of the committee as follows: ‘* When 
admission bills have been reported favor- 
ably in the past tén years the committee 
membership in both houses of Congress 
has been held by Senators and Congress- 
men of conspicuous ability. It will be suf- 
ficient to mention the Senate Committee 
on Territories during the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress, 

The Chairman of the committee was a 
man of brilliant attainments and had an 
international reputation as a statesman, 
the lamented Senator Cushman K. Davis 
of Minnesota, with whom to compare the 
present Chairman would insult the intel- 
ligence of the American people, and it 
would be exceedingly unkind to the mem- 
ory of the illustrious dead to mention in 
this connection the present foreign-born 
member of:the committee from Minnesota, 
who presumes to air his ignorance in a 
speech against the admission of Territories 
about which he knows absolutely nothing. 
While there is no argument in alluding 
tq any one personally, it is in exceedingly 
bad taste for the gentleman from Norway 
to deny freedom to any Territory, especial- 
ly those he knows nothing about. 

Senator Bard of California next comes 
in for a touch of the ex-Governor’s lash: 
‘The committee of which Senator Davis: 
was Chairman unanimously authorized a 
favorable report, which was submitted by 
the late Stephen M. White of California, 
whose great ability was recognized through- 
out the country, in striking contrast with 
the present Senator on the committee from 
that State, who so mg misrepresenis 
his constituents. This Senator is quoted 
as having said that ‘ Arizona has reached 
its Hmit of developments, its mines will 
play out, its population decrease, and it 
can reclaim no more ariable land,’ &c. I 
hesitate to believe it possible that a Sena- 
tor of the United States could be either 
so ignorant or so virulent as to make such 
a statement. If he made it, however, and 
I have seen no denial from him, he is guilty 
of little less than a crime against iia 
as well as against his own State, and 
merits the unforgiving resentment of our 
people. 

The territorial committees of both houses 
of Congress, in the past have never ex- 
hibited such prejudice and unfairness, but 
now it seems that, in order to insure the 
success of their conspiracy, the enemies 
of statehood must needs assault our cred- 
it and good name, caring nothing for the 
injury they cause, so long as their false 
sliegations can be used as material with 
which to deceive the people and accomplish 
the defeat of the Omnibus bill.” 

Mr. Murphy says that he intends to ex- 
pose ‘‘ the real reason why a certain coterie 
of long-service Senators are opposing ad- 
mission,’’ and continues: ‘‘ All the talk 
about too few people, too little money, ab- 
sence of permanent resources, too much 
illiteracy, politics, &c.. is simply bein 
made to divert attention from the rea 
motives of the opposition. The few Sen- 
ators who have come to think themselves 
the elect of God Almighty, and, in an auto- 
cratic way, presume to dominate legislation 
in the Senate as though by divine edict, do 
not want the sacred precincts where they 
think their rule supreme rudely disturbed 
by the introduction of any more Senators, 
no matter what their political complexion 
may be; they do not want what they are 
pleased to call the ‘ equilibrium’ of the Sen- 
ate, which they control, upset. 

“Oh, my, that might give the control of 
the Senate to the West,” sail a Sen :tor the 
other day as though some awful calamity 
were threatened. Bosh! No section should 
control the Senate nor want to. We are 
all Americans, and true to our country’s 
best interests. 

“The people of the Territories feel deeply 
on this subject, and their resentment 
against Senators who are wnreasonable 
in their opposition will be fully justified. 
In nominating conventions and in elections 
the people will long remember both their 
friends and their enemies.”’

Consul General Gowdy’s Report on 


Napoleon’g Creation. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Censul Gen- 
eral John K. Gowdy in hig latest report 
from Paris writes of the Bank of France, 
founded by Napoleon in February, 1800, 
and granted the sole privilege of issuing 
notes, a privilege ever since retained. He 
says in part: ; 
“The capital was originally 30,000,000 
francs ($5,790,000) in 30,000 shares of 1,000 
frances ($193) each. Three years later, the 
capital was increased to 45,000,000 francs 
($8,685,000) and afterward to 90,000,000 
francs ($17,370,000.) The capital now is 
182,500,000 francs ($35,222,000) in 182,500 
shares of 1,000 frances ($193) “each. 
‘* Napoleon decreed that the Director and 
his. two assistants should be appointed 
by the Government, and that three of the 
fifteen on the council ghould be treasury 
officials; and this law is still in force. 
The President of the Republic also nomi- 
nates the managers of the country branch- 
es, but, as a matter of fact, these ap- 
pointments are given to persons recom- 
mended by the Director of the bank. 
“The principal business of the bank is 
discounting bills. Checks are still very 
little used in France, and nearly all trade 
accounts between wholesale and _ retail 
dealers are settled by bills at two or three 
months. The bank discounts at one-half 
of 1 per cent. above the bank rate almost 
any paper that bears three names and has 
not more than ninety-five days to run, 
“The remarkable way in which France 
has always recovered after a great disas- 
ter is due to the readiness with which the 
people, and more especially the thrifty 
peasant farmers of the north, subscribe 
to a new loan, Pending the arrangement 
of such a loan, the bank assists the Gov- 
ernment by lending ready money, and in 
1870-71 advanced 1,530,000,000 franes ($295,- 
000,000,) which was all repaid within the 
next seven or eight years. But it does not 
appear that bank and State co-operate in 
getting money into circulation. 
‘**In a commercial crisis the. bank regu- 
lates the discount rate according to what 
it considers the situation demands, and 
greatly increases its discount business, 
‘“Many writers think that it is not to 
the public advantage that the bank should 
possess a monopoly, and each time that 
the privilege has had to be renewed num- 
bers of pamphlets arguing both sides of the 
question have appeared. The privilege has 
always been renewed, however, the Gov- 
ernment feeling, perhaps, that any inter- 
ference with the monopoly now would be 
fraught with greater dangers or inconven- 
iences than those it was intended to rem- 
edy. 
“The staff of the Bank of France con- 
sists of 1,005 employes at the central of- 
fice and 1,341 at the various branches. A 
candidate for a clerkship must be between 
the ages of nineteen and thirty years, and 
pass an examination. There are several 
schools in which candidates are ‘ coached.’ 
“The salary at first is 2,000 frances ($386) 
in Paris and 1,800 francs ($347) at the pro- 
vincial branches. Napoleon, when he 
founded the bank, decreed that the first 
manager might call himself governor if 
he liked, since titles cost nothing, and his 
salary might be as re as the share- 
holders pleased—as the bank would pay: 
‘It might even go as high as 60,000 francs 
.$11,850,) The business of the bank has 
increased tenfold since that time, but the 
manager's salary has not exceeded the 
limit laid down by Napoleon. and is still, 
I believe 60,000 francs ($11,850.) 
“ After thirty years’ service in the office 
or twenty-five years as an outdoor 
lector, a clerk is entitled to a 
equal to half his average salary during 
the last three years. This pension is in- 
creased by one-thirtieth for each year he 
serves beyond the regular period, but 
must not exceed two-thirds of his yearly 
salary. Half the pension is continued to 
the widow, provided she was married at 
least three years before her husband's 
death. When a widow is left with children 
under fifteen years of age, the pension 
may be increased by one-twentieth of the 
sum her husband received for each of said 
children.”

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“CONSTRUCTIVE HOMICIDE.” 


This Is the Charge Chicago Officials 
Make Against Coal Operators. } 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Two hundred thou- 
sand persons in Chicago are suffering from 
ailments directly due to cold and exposure 
resulting from the coal famine, according 
to the weekly bulletin of the Health De- 
partment issued to-day. Serious results 
are already seen in a heavy increase in the 
death rate and the Health Department 
brands the men responsible for the situation 
as “guilty of constructive homicide.”’ 

The death rate last week for children 


under five years of age was 19.2 per cent. 
greater than in the corresponding week of 
last year, and among persons over sixty 
years of age it was 36,7 per cent. greater. 


BLAME NEW YORK MIDSHIPMAN. 


Annapolis Authorities Charge Him with 
Breaking R. H. Pearson’s 
Jaw in Fight. 

ANNAPOLIS, Jan. 11.—As a result of a 
fight between Midshipman Robert A, Pear- 
eon, a member of the fourth class, frorn 
Concord, N. H., and Francis G. Blasdel of 
New York, the former is in the hospital 
with a broken jaw and Blasdel is locked up. 
The affair occurred last Sunday night, and 
was the result of Pearson's refusal to be 
hazed by upper classmen. The upper class- 
men had been ‘running him,” and some 
time ago he is said to have fainted under 
the ordeal. 

He was accused of cowardice and was 
required to fight a third class man. Blas- 
del was pitted against him and in the first 
round broke Pearson's jaw. The latter, 
however, continued to fight until the fifth 
round, when a first class man present 
stoyped the contest. 

It is reported that a first class man was 
referee and that seconds were chosen by 
the men from their respective classes. 
Blasdel has been placed under arrest and 
others connected with the affair will prob- 
ably be arrested also by the Academy au- 
thorities, who are determined to punish

Woman Found Dying in a Snow Bank. 

SCHENECTADY, Jan. 11.—Mrs. Sarah 
Merritt, a young woman who has been 
missing for a week, was found in a snow- 
bank at West Charleston Saturday after- 
noon. She had been lying in the snow 
since Tuesday, and wus so badly frozen 
that she died an hour and a half after being 
found. She was found within a few feet 
of a farmhouse, and had been twice seen 
by two men, who did not tell of their dis- 
covery. Mrs, Merritt was twenty years old, 
anG had separated from her husband, who 
is fifty-six. Her unhappy marriage preyed 
en her mind until it is believed she became 
demented. There is no evidence of foul 
play. 


Walks Twenty-four Miles Daily. 

John Whittier, a Lowell weaver, is with- 
out doubt the most consistent advocate of 
physical culture in New England. He 
walks twenty-four miles each day between 
the factory and his home, tn Littleton, and 
bad weather never drives him to take train 
ty-four miles every working day for more 
ty-four miles every workingday for more 
than a year. Between the daily journeys 
on foot Whittier spends ten hours before a 
loom in a Lowell suspender factory. Whit- 
tier lived in Shirley, nine miles from Low- 
ell, before moving to Littleton, and there 
he walked the eighteen miles every day 
for two years. He is a small man, about 
forty years old, and is all muscle and grit. 
He walks because of an illness he had sev- 
eral years ago.

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CANALS ‘IN A BAD WAY 


Report of Superintendent of Public 
Works Boyd. 


Mechanical Structures Decaying, Old 
Boats Not Being Replaced, and 
Ditches Need Cleaning — Ton- 
nage Decline Traced to 
Coal Strike. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jani11.—The annual re- 
port of the State Superintendent of Public 
Works, made public ‘to-night, covers the 
disbursements for ordinary repairs and 
Operating expenses; trade and tonnage of 
the canals of the State during the season of 
navigation of 1902; the condition and the 
work of improvement connected therewith, 
under special appropriations, in progress 
or completed during the year ended Dec. 
31, 1902, and the expenditures on account 
thereof, 

“The canals as a whole are only now 
emerging,” says Mr. Boyd, “from the 
chaotic condition in which they necessar- 
ily were left as a result of the hastily 
started and suddenly interrupted deepen- 
ing improvement authorized by Chapter 
79 of the Laws of 1895, That navigation has 
been maintained with so little interruption 
during the past four or five seasons, I be- 
lieve, will be recognized by those familiar 
with the actual conditions, as they have 
existed, as due largely to good fortune.” 

The antiquity of mechanical structures 
leads to an accelerating rate of decay, and 
the best the department can do, Mr. Boyd 
says, is to ‘postpone disintegration,” and 
“the absence of a definitely understood 
canal policy has made more difficult the 


problem of maintenance.” 
ABSENCE OF A CANAL POLICY. 

“There has been a desire,” says Mr. 
Boyd, “which still obtains, to expend 
no money in repairs of an elaborate char- 
acter which would not avail in case of 
an enlarged or reconstructed canal. The 
hopeful feeling which is very general that 
the State is very soon to define its policy 
with respect to future treatment of the 
canals, and having defined it, to enter upon 
the prosecution of the plans determined 
upon, encourages me in the belief that 
the problem involved in what I have here 
set forth will not have to be met face to 
face, but that it may thus be evaded. 

‘This problem is that if the canals are 
to be maintained on their present lines 
all mechanical structures of whatever 
kind or nature which have existed for forty 
years or more, almost without exception, 
must undergo repairs amounting to recon- 
struction within the next eight or ten 
years. A failure to enlarge must carry 
with it a declaration to renew the class 
of structures referred to, if the canals are 
not to be totally abandoned for traffic, 
and this policy, being declared, should be 
entered upon at an early day in order that 
navigation may not be interrupted by such 
reconstruction work. Otherwise the cost to 
the State of the renewal of such struc- 
tures, must in the end be very much 
greater, and there will be the added dan- 
ger of a forced suspension of traffic as 
disastrous to the State’s commercial in- 
terests as would be a temporary aban- 
donment of the canals. 

“The opening of the canals last year was 
earlier than in twenty years previous and 
navigation was maintained until Dec. 4, 
largely for coal shipments. 

‘In spite of the lengthened season the 
total tons carried were 4,274,446, as against 
$3,420,613 tons in 1901, a falling off of 146,- 
167 tons. This loss is more than accounted 
for in through freight, for whereas there 
Was an increase in way freight east of 
84,976 tons, the total decrease in through 
freight was 210,219 tons, the loss being 
about omer divided between Eastern and 
Western ys ten The tonnage was 
made up as follows: - ’ 

‘Way freight east, 1,502,553 tons; way 
freight west, 669,086 tons, making a total 
way freight of 2,172,539 tons, as against 
2,108,087 tons way freight carried during 
the season of 1901, being an increase of 
64,452 tons. Of the through freight there 
were carried east 752,196 tons, as against 
858,622 tons in 1901, being a decrease of 
106,428 tons. Through freight west amount- 
ed to 349,713 tons, as against 453,904 tons 
in 1901, a decrease of 104,191 tons, or a total 
decrease in through freight of 210,619 tons, 
while there was an actual increase in way 
freight east and west of 64,452 tons. 

“The beginning of the shrinkage is coin- 
cident with the shutting down of the mines, 
for whereas the month of May showed an 
increase in tonnage, the month of June saw 
a shrinkage of 522,980 tons in 1001, to 392,- 
960 tons for 1902. There continued to be a 
falling off in coal shipments throughout 
the remainder of the season up to Novem- 
ber. The decrease in anthracite coal ship- 
ments by the month in comparison with 
corresponding months of last year is as 
follows:

“There was a total

the strike and the resumption of mining 
was directly reflected in shipments, the 
increase in coal shipments for November 
over the normal shipments of 1901 being 
24,085 tons. Thus the total decrease in 
coal shipments for the year was 353,818 
tons, the falling off in this commodity 
alone being more than twice the amount 
of the decrease in the total tonnage for 
the season. 

“It is, therefore, but right to 
that but for the labor difficulties in the 
coal regions, the season's showing from 
a tonnage point of view would have been 
better ihnn for some years. As a matter 
of fact the prices received by 
were much better than they had been ac- 
customed to receive in recent years, and 
owing to the non-interruption of naviga-

tion they were able to make regular trips.”’ 
OLD BOATS NOT REPLACED. 


Mr. Boyd finds discouragement in the fact 
of the abandonment of and failure to re- 
place old boats. 

He says: “I believe it cannot be expected 
that any large number of boats intended 
for canal traffic will be constructed until 
the State's policy with respect to future 
treatment of her waterways has been de- 
fined. It is a fair estimate to say that 
for every new boat constructed during the 
last six years, ten boats have been aban- 
doned. With this condition existing and 
bound to continue, even the most enthusi- 
astic canal men, it would seem to me, have 
little greene for hoping to see any great 
revival in canal interests as reflected in 
tonnage shipments.’’ 

Mr. Boyd recommends the creation of a 
special fund for the cleaning up of the 
State ditches, left in bad condition at the 
sudden interruption of the so-called *‘ nine- 
million-dollar ’’ improvement. He reports 
an estimated necessary expense of $72,358 
for the cleaning up of the ditches. He says: 

“If the conditions should be allowed to 
continue, along with many just claims will 
be many unjust claims which the State will 
be called upon to defénd, with the pos- 
sibility that in the end the cost of this 
litigation alone, and exclusive of awards, 
would exceed very largely the cost to the 
State of doing this necessary work."’ 

Mr. Boyd cites figures of tonnage and 
cost of maintenance to support his judg- 
ment that the shrinkage in the tonnage 
business on Section No. 2 of the Black 
River Canal is due entirely 
causes, and therefore is permanent.

Never- 
theless, by eliminating many improvements 
which ought to be made and confining the 
work to the absolutely necessary class, 
it is hoped that the amount asked for last 
year, namely $275,000, may be apportioned 
to meet all exigencies. I earnestly recom- 
mend that the amount to be provided for 
extraordinary repairs and improvements be 
not less than $275,000.""

Annual Report of Superintendent 
Cornelius V. Collins. 


Favors the Parole System—Urges Life 
Sentences for Persistent Crimin- 
als—Prison Statistics. 


ALBANY, Jan. 11.—The annual report of 
Cornelius V. Collins, Superintendent. of 
State Prisons, for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1:02, was made public to-night. Ihe a gen- 
erat summary of the year, and W refer- 
ence to the three State prisons; @t Sing 


Sing, Auburn, and Dannemora, Mr. Collins 
says: 


“The health of the convicts wab excellent, 
mortality was low: indeed, in one of the oldest 
prisons was the lowest r=corded in the history 
of that prison; the industries were pursued 
diligently and with much more favorable finan- 
cial results than in the preceding year. The 
most distinctive change in the method of ad- 
ministration in the treatment of the impris- 
oned population was the adoption and suc- 
cessful establishment of the system of paroling 
convicts. 

“The daily average number of men 
three prisons during the year was 
3.384 In 1901, an apparent decrease of 149, but, 
counting as present the men on parole, there 
was an actual increase of 147. The separate 
figures showing the number of male convicts 
on Sept. 30 are as follows: Auburn, 1,185; Clin- 
ton, 900, and Sing Sing, 998. 

The death rate at Sing Sing was .58, at 
Auburn it was .8, at Clinton 1.60, The 
death rate at Clinton is due to the fact 
that prisoners having consumption are 
transferred from other prisons to Clinton. 

The advance which has been made in 
health in the prisons and the reduction 
effected in mortality is shown by compari- 
son with the deaths reported a few years 
ago. At random, the on of 1888 is ex- 
amined, when 59 deaths ‘were reported in 
the prisons in a population of approximate- 
ly 52,60. In 1902 there were only 31. 

Superintendent Collins speaks at length 
of the parole system, installed in October 
1901. Of 757 initial applications for parole, 
341 were paroled, Of these 48 were de- 
linquent, 14 were returned to prison, 139 
were discharged and 154 paroles remained 
in “ good standing at the end of the year.” 
in this connection the Superintendent says: 

The results of the first year’s operations of the 
parole law are deemed very satisfactory and 
seem to warrant the Legislature in extending 
the jurisdiction of the board so far as to em- 
brace all first-term prisoners now confined in 
the State prisons and the Eastern New York 
Reformatory, exvept those under life imprison- 
ment. 

The report says that the requisitions for 
the products of the prisons have been more 
numerous during the past year than in any 
other year since the present industrial sys- 
tem went into operation. The volume of 
the output for the year was $542,326.11 and 
the earnings $04,755.08, and has enabled the 
Superintendent to provide employment for 
practically all the convicts in the State 
prisons. 

On the subject of tuberculosis, the disease 
peculiarly prevalent ia prisons, Mr. Col- 
lins says the last five years, as compared 
with the preceding five, have shown a de- 
crease of 71 per cent. in the total number 
of deaths in the three prisons from this 
disease. Of this topic he says: 

It is largely due to the practice of trans«fer- 
ring from Auburn and Sing Sing to Cl aton 
Privon prisoners suffering from this disease in 
its earlier stages. It is the excellent result of 
practical effort on the part of prison officials, 
and especially on the part of Dr. Ransom of 
Clinton Prison, to utilize the Hmited facilittes 
at their command for the benefit of humanity by 
the reduction of tubercular disease in the pris- 
ons, and thus diminish the danger of contagion 
from prisoners after their discharge. 

With reference to “ persistent and pro- 
fessional criminals,’’ Mr. Collins says: 

In the Bertillon system and the Board of Com- 
missioners may lie the solution of the problem 
of dealing effectually with these classes of 
criminals through the passage of a law providing 
that any prisoner convicted of a felony who is 
shown by the records in the Bertillon Bureau, or 
the records of the penal institutions in which he 
has been confined, to have served thtee previous 
terms for felonies, shall be sentenced to State 
prison for life, but shall be subject to the juris- 
diction of the Commissioners for Paroled Pris- 
oners as to release upon parole or absolute dis- 
charge. The result of such a law would be that 
were certain of these men released on parbdie they, 
would be under supervision and restraint, and, * 
should they relapse into criminal ways, they 
could be immediately returned to prison without 
the cost of trial. 

Mr. Collins recommends changes in the 
jail system so as to guard against cone 
tamination of youthful and minor offend- 
ers by old and hardened criminals. He 
believes the penal system of the State is 
“fatally weak" at this point. He com- 
pared it to ‘‘a pest house as hallway to a 
hospital." He recommends the establish- 
ment of industries in the jails. 

The report covers also the Matteawan 
State Hospital, Dannemora State Hospital, 
Kastern New York Reformatory, and the 
State Prison for Women. These have a 
total population of about 1,100, making a 
total (including prisons) of over 4,300 pris- 
oners.

When the provision of the Constitution 
was adopted that declares that cities 
shall not issue bonds in excess of 10 per 
cent. of their. assessed real valuation, 
neither the makers of the Constitution 
nor anybody else. had‘the least idea that 
franchises would come to be called real 
estate. Having resorted to that fiction, 
there is no discernible limit to the use we 
might make of it to evade the constitu- 
tional restriction. The consequence 
would be that our debt limit would be 
continually jumping up and down ac- 
cording to the whim of the State As- 


sessors, who, the courts have declared, | 


have the right to fix valuations by any 
guesswork method ‘that suits them, and 
which they need not disclose. When we 
add to this the risk of repeal, and the 
risk that the act may be declared uncon- 
stitutional, it is apparent that the city 
may find itself at any moment with a 
bond issue far in excess of the constitu- 
tional limit. It is an unsafe and unsound 
way to get the power to borrow money. 


POLICE LEGISLATION. 

The chief object of the police legisla- 
tion which it is reported will be sought 
at Albany this Winter is in substance to 
give the Commissioner greater facilities 
for the wholesome investigation and or- 
ganization of the force and a larger force 
for the work of the department. 

The extra appropriation to be asked 
for for salaries is not large, and it will 
be applied to an increase in the pay of a 
few important places and the employ- 
ment of a new Deputy. The latter is es- 
sential if the proper and prompt disposi- 
tion of trials is to be provided. The act- 
ual work in this direction, with no in- 
crease of scope and with the greatest 
possible efficiency and dispatch, is too 
great for the officers at present author- 
ized to do it, and would take too much 
time that could be used to better advan- 
tage. It is to be expected, however, that 
the process of clearing up the force will 
be much more searching and energetic 
than it has yet been, and that the Com- 
missioner and his Deputies now in office 
will have other duties to perform that 
should be as little interfered with as 
practicable. There ought to be no diffi- 
culty in securing the moderate changes 
needed for carrying out their plans in 
this respect.

What 
is needed is the instruction of those who 
are as yet ignorant, and proper co-opera- 
tion in providing them.

THE GLOUCESTER FISHERMEN. 

Mr. T. S. WHITMAN, writing from An- 
napolis Royal, Nova Scotia, calls atten- 
tion to the fact tlfat the Gloucester fleet 
of fishing vessels, which has long de- 
manded high protection on the plea that 
it is a school for seamen for the United 
States Navy, is not only manned but 
commanded by foreigners, chiefly Nova 
Scotians, and that of the considerable 
mortality among fishing crews during 
1902, aggregating eighty lives lost, only 
four were Americans. This proportion 
would probably be found to obtain in the 
total of sailors and officers manning the 
fleet. The three schooners lost with 
their entire crews were presumably typi- 
eal. The five men who were lost fram 
dories in fogs were as happened, and the 
same is probably true of those who lost 
their lives in other ways. 

No doubt the Banks fisheries are a 
school for hardy seamen, who must be 
brave and should be skill€al; but it is

not a school for American seamen, and 
if any navy is largely recraited there- 
from it is the British Navy. Congress 
might with advantage investigate this 
subject! and while so doing it might in- 
cidentally pick up some useful and in- 
structive information as to the number 
of schooner loads of fish purchased in 
colonial. ports entered on the pretense of 
buying bait and brought into this coun- 
try as the catch of our own fleet. Knowl- 
edge on this subject is not likely to be 
gained from Custom House statistics, but 
it is available. The fish duty is a spe- 
cious humbug, in consequence of which 
the whole country is put at a disadvan- 
tage for the benefit of certain fish deal- 
ers of one or two New England towns, 
who would prosper much better under 
free trade, but would not have the mo- 
nopoly which comes from knowing how 
to get an advantage much greater than 
the law contemplates without rendering 
the return service of training New Eng- 
land boys for our navy and merchant 
marine.

Out in San Francisco, however, the use of 
these devices, or at least of some of them, 
has been defended ingeniously enough to 
convince a Police Judge that they are all 
right. The coachman of Mr. GEORGE A. 
Pope was arrested for putting “ bristle 
burrs" on the bits of his horses, but after 
IMstening to the plea of the coachman’s 
lawyer, Judge CABANISss dismissed the case. 
He said, very virtuously, that if he had an 
idea that the ‘‘burr’’ was used for any 
other pyrpose than to make a horse more 
amenable to discipline—if he thought the 
‘burr’ was a cruel appliance intended to 
give a stylish carriage to the animal's 
head—nothing would give him more pleas- 
ure than to find not only the coachman, 
but also his employer, the man who was 
really responsible for its use, guilty of the 
charge of cruelty. But in view of the 
testimony given and of the examination 
which he himself had made of the horse 
with and without the burr, the Judge was 
compelled to fina the defendant not gullty. 
The coachman of another eminent resident 
of San Francisco, Mr. ADOLPH SPRECKELS, 
was taken before another Judge for using 


! ‘tack burr.” and, owing either to the 


difference of burrs or to the difference of 
Judges, his lawyer found the argument of 
necessary discipline less successful. The 
society agent was gravely asked if he 
knew that the coachman could manage his 
horses without the device in question, and 
say he thought so.

Perhaps before the Judge made up his 
mind it occurred to him that drivers who 
do not yearn for “style”’ get along fairly 
well without “burrs’’ of any sort, and 
that fact may have cast needed light on 
the delicate problem.

——So much has Missouri profited by the 
mule that there, of all places in the world, 
he ought to have the assurance of being 
among friends, who, despite his little faults, 
will love him still, or even when he kicks. 
This reasonable expectation, however, has 
just been cruelly disappointed by the West- 
ern Missouri Court of Appeals, which for- 
mally pronounces the mule ‘a domestic 
animal whose treacherous and vicious na- 
ture is so generally known that even courts 
take notice of it.’ The case that elicited 
this severe description of the mule’s nature 
was a peculiar one. An employé of a con- 
struction company was driving a pair of 
mules attached to a wagon on which was a 
heavy piece of machinery. Something went 
wrong, and another employé was ordered 
under the wagon by the company's Supe¢r- 
intendent to remedy the trouble. His ef- 
forts failing, the driver was then ordered to 
assist him. While the two were at work 
the mules started up and one of the men 
was injured. He sued the company for 
damages, and, in awarding them, the court, 
nfter making the statement already quoted, 
said: ‘‘ The company cannot be heard to 
claim that it did not know of the treacher- 
ous and unreliable qualities of this animal. 
It seems to us that the defendant was 
guilty of grossest negligence in ordering 
the teamster to assist BORDEN. Any man 
of ordinary prudence, under such circum- 
stances, would have not only placed him- 
self in front of the mules, but he would 
with his hands have firmly grappled and 
held the bridle bits of each of them."’ This 
seems to settle the mule’s status in Mis- 
souri, and the settlement is far from kind. 


——Senator WaGNER of Brooklyn can 
hardly have any serious expectation that 
his bill imiting to five the number of stand- 
ing passengers in our street cars will be- 
come a law, and it is still more difficult to 
believe that he thinks such a law, -if en- 
forced, would decrease our transportation 
troubles. What, then, can have been his 
motive in introducing the bill? What New

THE N. Y. C. TERMINAL PLANS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The needs of Greater New York should 
be considered and provided for in remodel- 
ing the terminal for the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad and New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 

It would appear from the information 
furnished by the press that the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, which 


controls the entrance of these roads, pro- | 


poses a system of improvements which 
may cost $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 or more, 
and of a kind that greatly facilitates the 
comfort of the people who come to and 
go from the city over the above-men- 
tioned roads. 

It seems to me the 
subject to very severe 
following reasons: 

First—It proposed to largely increase 
the amount of land used for this terminal, 
which is to be widened out to absorb tor 
its uses most of the land between Madi- 
son and Lexington Avenues, from Forty- 


second Street up for several blocks, thus 
absorbing for station uses several blocks 
Jand from the very limited quantity 
which forms New York proper, land which 
is very valuable now, and which would be 
very much more so if the entrance facili- 
ties are made’ what they should be. No 
matter who owns these lands, the city can- 
not properly permit their absorption for 
the uses of the road to a greater extent 
than necessary, as the island it covers is 
far too small for its present needs, to say 
nothing of its future prospects. 

Second—While this entrance as now used 
was greatly improved by the building of the 
Park Avenue tunnel between the station and 
Harlem River, which was done at the ex- 
pense of the road and the city, the prop- 
erty all along this road from Forty-secona 
Street to Harlem River, for a distance on 
at least two blocks each way, is directly 
very greatly damaged by the immediate 
presence of the road with its noise ana 
smoke, but indirectly helped by having in 
common with the rest of the city a gooa 
northern entrance by rail. I understand it 
is now proposed to depress the road for a 
few blocks above the station to allow drive- 
ways over some parts of it, where the grade 
does not now permit. This is certainly de- 
sirable, and the proposed discarding ot 
steam locomotives and the using of elec- 
tricity instead, will greatly convenience all 
parties concerned, not only the roads them- 
selves and thetr patrons, but all property 
holders along this entrance from the depot 
up to the Harlem River. 

Third—The improvements proposed will, 
if carried out, be a very great improvement 
over present facilities. But they hardly 
begin to do what is needed and ought to be 
done to meet the ever-growing and ever- 
rapidly growing surging mass which must 
inevitably soon be thronging this avenué of 
ingrees and egress from the city which 
bids fair soon to rival all others in the 
world. What would happen if the four- 
track bridge over the Harlem should be dis- 
abled for even a -few hours? It is hardly 
necessary to mention apy of the many 
things which may at any time cause this 
trouble. 

What the city of New York needs and 
very greatly needs for its proper future 
growth and welfare, is a great avenue from 
Forty-second Street to the North and to 
New England. One that will not only ac- 
commodate the occasional traveler, but one 
that will easily and quickly take a vast 
mass of people from its centre to and from 
its northern border, and every man that 
owns, or in any way uses, a square foot 
of property in this city is greatly inter- 
ested that such an avenue shall be quick- 
ly and permanently provided; one that will 
not only do the work five or ten vears 
hence, but one that will do well fifty or 
one hundred years hence. 

To do this, four. things are necessary: 
First, use as little land as may be neces- 
sary, both for the ann and its road to and 
across the Harlem River; second, do this 
in a way to iniprove greatly all the land 
along and near Park Avenue; third. do it in 
a way to make the passage from the river 
to Forty-second Street easy not only for 
the occasional traveler but also for all 
the great mass who would like daily to 
come and go on this line; fourth, do not 
do it, or try to do it. in such a way that 
an accident to a single bridge or even a 
single car may greatly derange this travel, 

How can this be done? 

First—Economize land. Do not widen the 
depot, but build it up and bulid it down. 
Let there be three sets of tracks on dif- 
ferent levels, both in the depot and for 
some blocks above it, one on the present 
level, one above this and one below this, 
from Forty-second Street to say Fiftieth 
Street or higher. 

Second—Instead of four, let there be 
twelve tracks, leading from these to and 
across the river, six on one level and 
below them, all in, or rather under, Pack 
Avenue, which may be widened. if neces- 
sary, to permit. t use of the twelve 
tracks, six on each level and all below 
stret level, s6 the tunnel or tunnels 
these twelve tracks may be built at t 
prop level to: t ‘ull 
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say, Fiftieth Street to the river, where 
four tracks may cross on the bridge, as 
now, and the other eight should lead to and 
be placed in four tunnels which should run 
under the Harlem River. 

Where there are twelve tracks, the six 
upper may take all the travel south from 
the bridge to the station, while the six 
lower tracks should take all cars, empty 
or loaded, going the other way. The six 
upper tracks, leading only to the upper 
tier of the tracks in the station, will bring 
cars to the middle and lower end of the 
station, where they may be unloaded, but 
usually they should have been so loaded 
and arranged that those which carry pas- 
sengers for the lower parts of the city can 
run on to lifts, which will drop them to 
the lower level of tracks, where they may 
unload and their.passengers be transferred 
to the subway cars, but better pass the 
loaded cars on over properly arranged 
tracks to and over the subway tracks down 
town, and back again to the lower level of 
tracks in the station, where they may pass 
on to lifts and be raised to the present 
level or middle tier of the three-tracked 
Station, and from there pass on north and 
east if loaded or to a storage vard above 
the Harlem if unloaded. If a three-decked 
Station were thus used, the lower tier and 
much of the middle and upper tiers of 
tracks could be used to hold cars waitin 
to be run to loading position where needed. 
With a proper system of accumulators, 
most of the work of raising one set of cars 
would be done by lowering others. 

Altering the station to a three-decker and 
the present four-track road to a full tunnel 
road of twelve tracks, six above and six be- 
low, all, most of the way, below the street 
level, and centring eight of these tracks 
under the Harlem River in four or more 
tunnels, will cost and require much skill to 
speedily plan and arrange all the necessary 
details, and much money to carry them out, 
but not more, I think, than the Central 
Railroad can afford to use for this purpose.

The forthcoming presentation of Ibsen’s 
“Ghosts” at the Princess, by Mary 
and others is attracting considerable atten- 
tion among certain classes of playgoers. 
These special matinées represent an effort 
to revive in New York City the independ- 
ent theatre idea, and should they succeed 
financially it will mean the permanent ap- 
pearance of talented actors in plays not 
generally produced. It is stated that cer- 
tain wealthy people,are willing to lease or 

. build a theatre for this purpose, can they 
be jsatisfied by a financial test that there 
is really a demand for such plays. 

Miss Shaw herself has a following in New 
York which is anxious to see her succeed 
in this effort. She left New York and 
“Ben Hur” three seasons ago, abandon- 
ing a promising career as a star, and went 
with George Fawcett’s company of Balti- 
more in order that she might’ appear in 
plays of her own choosing. 

It was by the merest accident 
became interested in the modern realistic 
play. The Theatre of Arts am Letters, 
planned after M. Antoine’s Théatre Libre of 
Paris, had failed for numerous reasons; a 
similar one originated by The Criterion in 
1897 had met with difficulties. In the 
Spring of 1899 Emanuel Reichers, the Ger- 
man actor, who is regarded as the best ex- 
ponent of Ibsen, happened to be passing 
through New York and at the suggestion 
of Charles Henry Meltzer offered his serv- 
ices for a special performance of ‘‘ Ghosts.” 
The only available actress was Miss Shew, 
and she reluctantly consented to appear. 
This single performance at Carnegie Lyce- 
um was an overwhelming success finan- 
cially. 

From ‘this performance dates Miss Shaw's 
interest and led her associates, John Blair 
and others, to give a ‘course of modern 
plays’ here and in neighboring cities with 
gsome success, the director being George 
Peabody Eustis. 

In discussing the past effort, which is re- 
lated to the new one, Mr. Meltzer said yes- 
terday: 

“As you will observe from the casts 
printed at the end of the pamphlet, several 
well-known actors took part in the per- 
formances. We paid as much as $250 to 
one actor Yor four or five performances of 
one character. I attended and assisted in 
most of the rehearsals and, with or without 
Mr. Paul Kester, selected the plays. Of 
course, there was no thought of their ‘ pop- 
ularity’ in our minds. We were not after 
money—we were merely trying to set be- 
fore intelligent audiences representative 
plays of an intellectual and literary kind 
which in our opinion were also properly 
dramatic. With the exception of * Ties,’ 
all were famous abroad, or, as in the case 


of ‘The Heather Field,’ had aroused heated 
controversy. In acting we aimed at ‘ nat- 
ural’ methods, as opposed to conventional 
and ‘theatric’ methods. Sometimes we 
succeeded.”’

William H. Bray, who does the character 
bit of old Tom in F. C. Whitney’s produc- 
tion of “When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home,” wears an old claw-hammer coat 
in the first act of the musical drama which 
is of no little historic interest. The coat 
was given to Mr. Bray about twenty-five 
years ago by the leader of the orchestra of 
Ford's old theatre, in Washington, and was 


worn by him on the night of April 15, 1865, 
during the -performance when -President 
Lincoln was assassinated. Although the 
coat was given to Mr. Bray to be used in 
his negro character make-ups, he has rare- 
ly ever worn it, preferring to keep it for 
its historical reminiscences.

In view of these experiences one can only 
conjecture how proud and surprised the 
eldes; Sothern would have been had he 
known that all these years afterward a 
son of his was to meet with such recogni- 
tion and give so elaborate a production of 
the great work in which he “ bounded on 
and off the stage"’ and was dismissed for 
want of proper conception of character.

CONGRESSMAN TONGUE DEAD. 
Senior Member from Oregon Succumbs 


to Heart Disease.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Representative 
Thomas H. Tongue of Oregon died suddenly 
at his residence, 1,416 K Street, this after- 
noon of paralysis of the heart. He was 
thought to be in excellent health up to 
fifteen minutes before the fatal stroke and 
was at the Capitol regularly during the 
week attending to his duties. Mr. Tongue 
was approaching the end of his third term 
in the House and had been elected to the 
Fifty-eighth Congress, being, in fact, the 


first member of the next House to be 
elected, the State of Oregon having held 
her Congressional elections in June last. 
Mr. Tongue was born in _ Lincolnshire, 
England, and was fifty-eight years old. 
When he was fifteen, with S parents, he 
emigrated to Oregon, where he had since 
lived, getting his education at the Pacific 
University, graduating in 1868, and being 
admitted to the bar two years later. 

For over thirty years he had practiced 
law and also engaged in farming and 
stock-raising on a large scale. Always 
active in politics, he had served as a State 
Senator for four years, had been perma- 
nent Chairman of the State conventions of 
1888 and 1892, and delegate to the Repub- 
lican National Convention of 1900. He was 
prominent in the movement to establish 
the irrigation system and was a member 
of the Irrigation Committee, as well as of 
the Committee on Rivers and Harbors. 
His work on the latter committee prom- 
ised a great development of the Pacific 
Northwest in the next few years. 


STEAM POWER IN PRUSSIA. 


Consul Langer at Solingen Reports That 
its Use Has Increased. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Concerning the 
steam power of Prussia Consul Joseph J. 
Langer, in his latest report from Solingen, 
states: 
“The use of steam power in Pryssia has 
increased during the year 1902, in spite of 


the general business depression. The larg- 
est increase is shown in the steam boilers 
and engines on ocean steamers. In power 
produced ocean steamers do not show the 
largest increase.”’ 
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ART NOTES. 


A recent writer on the conquest of Egypt 
by the Arabs in the seventh century has 
much to say that will interest those to 
whom the obelisk in Central Park is an 
object of curiosity. Dr. A. J. Butler says 
that the two obelisks of red Aswan granite 
before the Caesarion—first a temple to 
Julius Caesar begun by Cleopatra and fin- 
ished by Augustus Caesar, then the Church 
of St. Michael as altered by Constantine, 
then the Cathedral of Alexandria—were 
great marvels of the Arabians when they 
took the city, A. D. 642; their historians 
subsequently embellished them with famous 
attributes. They made a lighthouse out of 
them and averred that it was built on a 
foundation of glass in the form of a crab 
and had figures of brass on its summit. 
When Commander Gorringe removed the 
obelisk, in Central Park, it was found that 
the shaft did rest on four crabs, but of 
bronze, One in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum and bears an inscription. Confusing 
it with the famous Pharos at the mouth 
of the branch of the Nile on which Alex- 
andria stands, the Arabian chronicler says 
of the figures of brass: ‘‘ One figure pointed 
with its right hand to the sun, wherever it 
might be in the heavens, and lowered its 
hand as the sun sank, Another pointed to 
the in the direction from which an 
enemy was approaching, and, as the enemy 
approached, it cried out in a terrible voice, 
which coulg be heard two or three miles 
away.” Dr. Butler suggest& that the obelisk 
now in London may have rested on crabs 
carved out of obsidian, a natural glass, 
and that the figures mentioned did stand 
on the metal caps of the obelisks, while 
the ‘‘ voice’’ might have been some form 
of syren on or near the great Pharos, the 
most famous lighthouse of the ancient 
world. There is nothing impossible in the 
existence of a hydraulic syren at that 
epoch, nor in clockwork which may have 
raised and lowered the arms of a metal 
statue on the top of an obelisk so as to 
follow the course of the sun from dawn to 
setting. But Dr. Butler sees in the story 


of the figure ‘“ pointing to the sun” a 
Hermes or Victory of the Greek type stand- 
ing on one foot. The new work is pub- 
lished by the Oxford Press under the title 
“The Arab Conquest of Egypt’ and the 
Last Thirty Years of the Roman Domin- 
ion.”’

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Isaac McConihe. 

Isaac McConihe, formerly Major of Troy, 
N. Y., and son of the late Judge Isaac Mc- 
Conihe of that place, died suddenly of 
heart disease on Saturday night, at his 
residence, 38 East Sixty-third Street. He 
was born in Troy on March 31, 1830, and 
Was graduated from Hamilton College in 
1840. In Troy he was Alderman in 1853, 
then Police Commissioner for several years, 
and in 18060 he was elected Mayor. Before 
his term expired he was nominated for 
Congress on the Democratic ticket, but 
shared the defeat of his party in the Lin- 
coln campaign of that year. When the 
civil war broke out, he raised volunteers 
for Gov. Morgan, and was appointed mus- 
tering officer for Rensselaer and Washing- 
ton Counties. He was a member of the 
Democratic State Committee for six years, 
beginning in 1866. He was a delegate to 
the National Convention at Baltimore that 
named Horace Greeley for President. For 
many years he, was an opponent of ex+ 
Senator Edward Murphy, Jr., for control 
of Democratic politics in Troy. His only 
daughter was married to a son of Senator 
Murphy. He is survived by his widow and 
three children, ex-Judge Warren McConihe 
of the City Court of Troy, now practicing 
law in this city; Malcolm 8S. McConihe, 
and Mrs. Richard F. Murphy. 


The Rev. William J. Gold. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—The Rev. William J. 
Gold, warden of the Western Theological 
Seminary since 1897, died here to-day af- 
ter an illness of two months. He was one 
of the best known and most prominent 
instructors of theology in Episcopal sémi- 
naries in the United States. 

Dr. Gold was born in Washington, D. C., 
June 17, 1845. He prepared for college mn 
Columbia University, «then college.) and 
greduated from Harvard in 1865. He at- 
tended the General Theological Seminary 
from 1865 to 1867; Seabury Hall, Faribault, 
Minn., from 1867 to 1868. He was given the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity by Racine Col- 
lege in 1885, and was ordained in 1868. 

He was Professor of Exegesis in Seabury 
Hall, Divinity School, from 1873 to 1876, 
Instructor in Classical Languages in Ra- 
cine College, Wisconsin, from 1877 to 1880; 
Professor of Greek in the same institution 
from 1880 to 1885, Instructor of Exegesis 
and Liturgies in the Western Theological 
Seminary at Chicago from 1885, afterward 
holding other positions in the Faculty. 

Dr. Gold was the author of many theo- 
logical works, and a contributor to sev- 
eral religious periodicals. The funeral 
service will be held on Tuesday morning 
in the chapel of the seminary.

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Lucius Bolles Otis, 
for nearly half a century a business man 
of Chicago, died to-day. He was born in 
Connecticut March 12, 1820. While he was 
a child his parents moved to Erie County, 


Ohio, where in 1851, he was elected Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas. The late 
President Rutherford B. Hayes and Morri- 
son R. Waite, afterward Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, were 
eeenaee of the bar practicing before Judge 
Otis. 

When Mr. Otis first visited Chicago in 
1853, he made great purchases of land, 
which afterward became very valuable.

CAPT. GEORGE WASHBURN DEAD 


Once Well-Known Police Officer of This 
City Expired Suddenly in His 
Home in Ossining. 


OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 11.—Capt. George 
Washburn died suddenly to-day at his 
home, 25 Waller Avenue, this village. He 
was seventy-seven years of age and was 
one of the best-known police Captains in 
New York in the old days. 


Capt. Washburn was one of the few men 
ever on the New York police force who 
could lay claim to being a globe girdler. 
When a. young man he traveled around 
the worla for four years, serving as sallor 
on a merchantman. 


Washburn was born in Ludlow Street, 
this city. His parents moved to Ossining 


when he was four years of age, and the 
boy remained there until fifteen years old, 
when he returned to the place of his birth. 
In February, 1858, he was appointed to 
the police force. In August, 1862, he went 
South as first Heutenant of the Metropol- 
itant Regiment, composed in great part 
of police officers of this city. He served 
under Generals Banks and Sheridan and 
returned home with the rank of Major. 
On July 10, 1865, he returned to the police 
force and in five days was promoted to 
Roundsman and within a week thereafter 
to a Sergeantcy. This had been his rank 
when he resigned to go to the war. He 
Served as Sergeant for three years and 
was then raised to the rank of Captain. 

In the Orange riot, he was second in 
command under Capt. Walling. The hab- 
itués of “Hell's Kitchen” and ‘“ Battle 
Row had occasion to become acquainted 
with Capt. Washburn in divers ways— 
none to their liking. During his career the . 
Charles Street, High Bridge, King’s Bridge, 
and West Thirty-seventh Street Stations 
were commanded by him. He retired when 
about sixty years of age and engaged in 
the real estate business, but for the last 
six years had been living in retirement.

PROGRESS ON CUP YACHT. 


Launching of New Defender Will Not 


Take Place Before April. 
Special to The New 

BRISTOL, Jan. 11.—Though the cup craft 
in the Herreshoff shops in Bristol 1s not in 
such an advanced form, apparently, as is 
the new challenger across the water, the 
launching, it is said, will be carried out at 
the time arranged months ago, some time 
in April. The process of construction is of 
such a character that a good part of the 
work is being done on the shop floor. From 
the advanced form of the frames, not yet 
set up, a great deal of riveting has been 
done in the past ten days, and, therefore, 
little time has been lost in waiting for met- 
als. There is enough metal at the shops 
now to keep a large force of mechanics and 
laborers hustling every day in the week for 
a good while to come. . 

As the new boat is being built on the same 
plans as the Constitution a lot of work has 
to be carried out’in fitting the frames be- 
fore they are in readiness.for raising to 
their places on the top of the lead keel. 
The belt frame system being altogether dif- 


ferent from the plan worked out in the 
construction of the Columbia, which boat 
had the vertical system, numerous connec- 
tions have to be made before the steel ribs 
can be raised to their places. 

The rivets received at the Herreshoff 
shops some weeks ago are being utilized at 
present tm riveting the sections of the belt 
and | frames together, and this work -s 
being speeded along with much of a rush. 
When a section of this work is completed 
the body of the boat will at once take per- 
manent shape. In cafrying out the plan 
the ring of the riveting hammers is heard 
very plainly in the vicinity of the boat 
shops. No sooner are the midsection 
frames in place and bolted to the keel than 
the garboard strake plates will be applied 
to the framing and temporarily bolted to 
preserve the shape of the hull until the 
actual work of riveting begins. 

As the’ beit frames in a measure take the 
pace of body frames, deck ms, and 
rloor plates, and the job of connecting the 
parts by means of rivets is carried on at a 
point some distance from the keel, it can 
be readily perceived with what dispatch the 
construction will proceed once the ribs are 
in position. With such a system of con- 
struction the stability furnished by bulb- 
edged frames, as in the old system fol- 
lowed in building the Columbia, is unnec- 
essary, and in consequence bulb frames in 
the building of the new boat figure to a 
small extent.

One week ago to-day, when the baseball 
peace conference between the committees 
appointed by the National and Amerigan 
Leagues was indefinitely postponed, 
looked as if the two years’ war between 
the major baseball organizations would be 
continued until either one or both leagues 
would drop out of existence through lack 
of money to continue the fight. The pros- 
pects for peace were anything but promis- 
ing up to Thursday, and then when wiser 
counsel advised very strongly that conces- 
sions should pe made and the members of 
the National League committee be empow- 
ered to act for all the clubs which they rep- 
resented, the committees buckled down to 
business and an agreement was arrived at 
in an incredibly short time, considering the 
magnitude of the interests involved. 

When the first news of a peace 
ment having been consummated was 
flashed from Cincinnati last Saturday, no 
one imagined that it was such a sweeping 
victory for the American League as it 
proved to be when the details arrived later 
on. There were many who believed that 
an amalgamation with a_ twelve club 
league was in all probability the basis 
of the settlement of the difficulties. Those 
who had followed the actions of the Amer- 
ican league officials closely felt sure that 
they would never consent to such a move, 
and to these close Observers, the final ad- 
justment of the trouble and the means by 
which it was reached caused no surprise. 

Two leagues, two clubs in New York, and 
a lesson to contract jumpers was the 
slogan of the American League men, and 
it won all along the line. The amalgama- 
tion proposition was quickly disposed of 
early in the conference. There never was 
a chance of its being entertained by the 
American representatives. The question of 
territorial rights admitted of a compro- 
mise, but the American League insisted 
on its placing a club in this city and aban- 
doned the-idea of invading Pittsburg. This 
evidently Was accepted as a concession, in 
a sense, but here again the American 
Leaguc had its way. 

The question of non-conflicting playing 
schedules for each league was neatly ar- 
ranged, but the greatest of all difficulties— 
the distribution of players, and the action 
to be taken in regard to those who had 
jumped contracts, presented to outsiders 
almost insurmountable difficulties, but 
every (hing was arranged to the* satisfaction 
of both sides very brief time. A glance 
at the Hsts of players awarded to each 
club shows at once that the American 
League conceded very little and had all the 
better of the distribution.

Gross earnings have 
increased $9,397,403, or 30 per cent., to 
a total of $40,894,434 Net earnings 
have increased $4,553,306, or 55.7 per 
cent. to a total of $12,717,834. Net in- 
come from coal companies and other 
miscellaneous sources increased $1,631,- 
695, or 500 per cent., to a total of 
$1,945,208. Gross charges—interest, 
rentals, proportion due leased lines 
worked on a percentage basis of earn- 
ings, interest on mortgages, &c.—in- 
creased $2,152,082, or 26 per cent., to a 
total of $10,278,365. Net charges—the 
above, deducting net income from coal 
companies and other than traffic results 
—increased $520,387, or 6.4 per cent., 
to a total of $8,333,157. 

The surplus after charges increased 
$4,082,659, to a total of $4,384,677, and 
for 1902 were more than twelve times 
as large as for 1897. There was added 
to profit and loss $8,297,906 in the five 
years, total surpluses having been $10,- 
510,996, and the dividends paid therefrom 
only: $2,213,090. General freight carried 
increased from 10,566,780 tons to 15,- 
286,081 tons. Coal carried increased from 
9,555,306 tons to 12,411,078 tons. The 
train load was raised from 276 tons for 
1897 to 377 tons for 1902, for which years, 
respectively, the train mile earnings 
averaged $1.65 and $2.39. 

The recent coal strike led to losses of 
$492,813 in gross earnings and $529,670 
in net for the four months ending with 
Oct. 31 last. November results can- 
celed the gross loss and brought about 
a gain of $2,102, and reduced the loss 
in net to $188,029. No other coal road 
of importance has made anything like 
such a showing.
